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TEXT OF EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT 


“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any State on account of sex. 
“Congress and the several States shall have power, within their respective 
jurisdictions, to enforce this article by appropriate legislation. 
“This amendment shall take effect one year after the date of ratification.”

EGYPT 


August, 1945. 
Daughters of the prophet. 


“Oh woman of the Prophet,” commands the Koran 

. “stay quietly in your houses.” A 12th century 

philosopher was more specific: “A woman should go 

out of doors only thrice—to go to her husband’s house, 

to the funeral of her parents, and finally, to her own 
funeral.” 


In making modern Turkey, Kemal Attaturk, one of 
the truly great men of this century, enlisted women in 
his army and abolished polygamy. In 1930 Turkish 
women got the vote and the right to public office. 
Today women cast 60% of the Turkish vote and three 
women sit in Parliament. 


In Syria only eight years ago, a report that some 


women were going to remove their veils in public 


touched off a riot. Now, Syrian women who can show 
a primary school diploma can vote. 


In Lebanon, which is officially half Christian, half 
Moslem, women press for reforms thru nearly 100 
women’s clubs dominated by beloved old Ibtihaj Kha- 
doura, who in 1930 became the first Lebanese woman 
to rip off the veil. 


Pakistan, upon its creation in 1947, began to loosen 
some of the old restrictions on women: purdah lost 
grip, women got a couple of seats (which they still 
hold) in the Parliament. But the mullahs of Islam 
have reasserted the old customs; the Gegum Liaquat 
Ali Khan, widow of the assassinated premier and once 
a militant suffragist, has been forced into a quiet life, 
and the wife of the new premier hides uncomplainingly 
in strictest purdah. 


But it was in Egypt that the stirrings of emanci- 
pated women rocked Islam’s elders most for it took 
place in the very shadow of the mosques and chambers 
where the high priests of Islam hold their greatest 
sway. Well-to-do Egyptian women formed the Fem- 
inist National Party. Another group, Daughters of 
the Nile, led by smart and young (34) Doria Shafik, 
a philosophy graduate of the Sorbonne, signed up more 
than 1000 upper-class Egyptian women. They prowl 
Cairo fixing politicians with the same gimlet stare on 
which Susan B. = | once impaled squirming 
Senators. 


Into the office of Egypt’s new boss, General Moham- 
med Naguib last week strode smartly styled Doria 
Stafik to demand a new deal for women. “You have 
broken the chains that bound the nation,” she said, 
“and now . . . break the chains of the women that form 
half the nation.” General Naguib offered to open some 
army jobs for women, but as for giving women the 
vote, he pleaded: ‘“‘Please postpone this matter now. 
We want unity among all ranks of society. This is no 
time for controversy now.” Doria swept out of the 
general’s office, her face fixed in that familiar Western 
look of a woman who is not going to let a man have 
the last word. 
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ATHENS, GREECE 


At this session of May 30th, the Greek Parliament 


unanimously approved the Bill according equality of 
rights to Greek women. 


Hitherto, the Greek women had been entitled to take 
part in municipal elections with two restrictions: an 
age limit for the voters (25 for women, 21 for men), 
and a limitation of the offices (they were only eligible 
for that of city councillor). 


Under this law, these two restrictions were to remain 
in force until January 1953. 


The first voices of the women pioneers made them- 
selves heard towards the end of the 19th Century, and 
a woman’s organization had been demanding equal 
civil rights since the start of the 20th century. Although 
a bill introduced and debated in Parliament in 1921- 
1922, and other later proposals were rejected, the 
women continued their efforts, and in 1930 succeeded 
in gaining the municipal vote but with many discrim- 
inations, most of which were removed by a new law 
passed in 1949, as mentioned above. The demand for 
franchise reached its climax during the past three 
years, after the end of the second world war, the liber- 
ation of Greece from the Communist aggressors and 
the hard fight for freedom and democracy which had 
relegated to second place all matters which were not 
considered as of immediate priority and urgency in 
the struggle for the victory of these ideals and for the 
survival of the Greek people. 


This is historic date for Greek women and an im- 
portant event for the Greek nation, which by means of 
this act expresses its firm belief in the principles of the 
Charter of the United Nations. 


We are sure that, true to the Hellenic traditions as 
to their fundamental role and sacred duties toward 
their families, and at the same time fully conscious of 
the importance of their new tasks, Greek women will 
gladly contribute by participating in political life, to 
the progress of the State and the development of the 
country, embracing as their supreme ideal a faith in 
democracy, justice and human dignity, and working 
for a happier future for the Greek — and for the 
prosperity of the Greek nation.

Mrs. William Kent 


Mrs. Elizabeth Thatcher Kent, widow of former United States 
Representative William Kent, died Aug. 15 at her Kent Wood- 
lands estate, “New Haven,” at the age of 84. 


Mrs. Kent began her work for suffrage in 1910. She repre- 
sented women at the second Pan-American Scientific Congress. 
She was a Founder and Life Member of the National Woman's 
Party. In 1917, as one of thirty militant suffragists, Mrs. Kent 
was arrested for picketing the White House during a stormy 
demonstration in behalf of the Woman’s Party. She would have 
gone to jail, but her husband paid the fine of 25.00. 

After suffrage was gained, she devoted her efforts and her 
contributions to the campaign for equal rights. 

Her loyalty and devotion to the Woman’s Party and the 
campaign to raise the status of women has been matched by 
few women. 

She.once said at the National Headquarters, “The thing that 
appeals to me most is our duty to democracy, our duty to other 
women, our duty to the ideals of citizenship—the citizenship 
that we have been asking for two generations.”

But we remember she was the fore- 
most opponent of the no-night work law for women. 
The law is now repealed in two States, Connecticut 
and California. 


For her outstanding efforts against a no-night work 
law for women in New York State, she will always be 
revered by women. 


As our tribute to her tireless work for women, we 
publish some of her superb testimony in the Congres- 
sional Hearings. Those who knew her will remember © 
her voice ringing out clearly: 


“Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Com- 
mittee, women had been working on this rail- 
road, the Brooklyn-Manhattan, since 1888, 32 
years before suffrage was won. We received 
equal pay. It was evident that we knew how 
to protect our own health and morals all of 
those years, when this law went over. Then 
from the B.M.T. and the I.R.T. in New York 
almost 3,000 women were thrown out of work. 
Thousands were affected by the so-called pro- 
tective laws—women in candy stores, ice 
cream parlors, drug stores, elevators, women 
who sold magazines at the elevated and sub- 
way stops—they all lost their jobs and were 
thrown out of work—thousands of women. 
Please grant us justice. Look favorably upon 
the Equal Rights Amendment and vote for it. 
I thank you.”
